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INTRODUCTION 


That  a  record  of  ancestry  is  considered  of  great  importance  is 
manifested  in  the  Biblical  account  of  seventy-six  unbroken  gener¬ 
ations  from  Adam  to  Christ. 

Though  comparatively  small  in  numbers,  the  Curtis  Family 
has  contributed  generously  with  brain,  brawn  and  blood  to  the 
progress  of  the  British  Empire  and  the  United  States.  It  has 
distinguished  itself  in  war  and  in  the  varied  pursuits  of  peace. 

Pride  of  family,  perhaps  even  more  than  pride  of  country,  is  a 
commendable  trait  and  should  be  cultivated.  The  Curtises  have 
just  cause  to  be  proud  of  their  family  history,  traditions  and 
standards. 

In  the  United  States  alone  there  are  cities  or  towns  bearing 
the  family  name  as  follows: 

CURTIS:  Ark.,  Mich.,  Nebr.,  Okla.,  Wash.;  CURTIS  CORNER: 
Me.;  CURTIS  STATION:  Miss.;  CURTISVILLE:  Ind.,  Mich.,  Pa. 
There  are  also  in  the  United  States  numerous  counties,  town¬ 
ships,  streets  and  avenues  bearing  the  name.  This  is  eloquent 
testimony  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  family  is  held  in  this 
country.  The  same  may  also  be  said  of  the  British  Empire. 

While  this  collection  of  data  is  concerned  with  those 
members  of  the  family  who  have  been  statesmen,  military  heroes, 
scientists,  writers  and  captains  of  industry,  it  is  also  intended  as  a 
memorial  of  men  and  women  whose  very  names  are  forgotten 
today;  who,  unnoted  then,  as  they  are  unremembered  now,  faced 
and  solved  the  problems  of  humble  living,  laughed  at  fate  and 
refused  to  be  broken  by  misfortune,  who  gave  sturdy  children  to 
the  world  —  and  died ! 

It  pleased  them  that,  as  a  result  of  their  sacrifice  and  toil, 
their  progeny  might  have  more  comforts,  increased  opportu¬ 
nities,  and  a  greater  freedom.  An  affectionate  regard  to  their 
memory  is  natural  to  the  heart.  To  resurrect  their  memories  out 
of  the  mists  of  time,  to  link  their  lives  with  the  evolution  of 
events  and  to  assign  to  them  their  share  in  the  wonderful  past 
should  be  a  very  lofty  aspiration  to  every  member  of  the  Curtis 
Family. 

The  data  in  this  volume  has  been  gathered  from  authentic 
sources,  as  shown  on  the  last  pages.  The  compiler  hopes  and 
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believes  that  in  producing  this  Record  he  is  bringing  to  the  Curtis 
Family  information  which  will  be  of  great  interest  and  value  to 
them. 

In  references  No.  26  and  No.  36  we  find  the  following  regard¬ 
ing  the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  family  name  Curtis.

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THE  CURTIS  COAT  OF  ARMS 

A  Coat  of  Arms  is  an  emblem  or  device  traditionally  in¬ 
herited  and  originally  bestowed,  usually  with  other  honors  and 
privileges,  by  royalty,  in  recognition  of  meritorious  deeds.  For 
centuries  the  Coat  of  Arms  has  been  a  distinctive  mark  of 
families  of  noble  blood. 

Coats  of  Arms  were  often  used  for  purposes  of  identification 
and  recognition  on  the  field  of  battle  as  well  as  in  civil  life.  To 
many  Americans  of  today  a  Coat  of  Arms  is  understood  to  be  a 
“family  relic”  or  an  “emblem  of  family  pride.” 

It  is  claimed  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude 
form,  were  used  by  Noah's  sons  after  the  flood.  There  are  records 
of  other  Coats  of  Arms  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history. 
Heraldry,  however,  as  we  know  it  today,  did  not  become  of 
much  importance  until  soon  after  the  invasion  of  England  by 
William  the  Conqueror,  A.D.  1066.  Heraldry  became  of  general 
interest  at  about  the  time  of  the  Crusades. 

In  1528  Henry  VIII,  King  of  England,  appointed  a  com¬ 
mission  to  visit  each  county  in  his  kingdom,  and  summon  his 
subjects  of  rank  to  appear  for  examination  as  to  their  heraldic 
rights.  This  procedure  was  repeated  at  irregular  intervals  and  a 
record,  known  as  “visitations,”  kept. 

The  Curtis  Coat  of  Arms  accompanying  these  Records  was 
confirmed  May  9,  1632.  It  has  been  used  by  several  branches  of 
the  family,  including  the  Curtises  of  Nazing,  England,  and  their 
American  descendants. 

It  is  described  in  Burke's  General  Armory ,  Burke's  Landed 
Gentry ,  Burke's  Peerage  and  Baronetage ,  and  other  reliable  works 
on  heraldry,  as  shown  below,  in  some  cases  accompanied  by 
illustrations  and  pedigrees. 

Arms:  Azure  a  fess  dancette ,  between  three  ducal  coronets  or.  A 
blue  shield  with  a  “dancette”  bar  of  gold,  between  three  golden 
ducal  crowns.  (Dancette  “applies  to  lines  of  which  the  teeth  or 
indents  are  larger  and  wider  than  those  of  the  lines  indented”). 

As  a  matter  of  personal  taste,  which  is  permissable,  some 
members  of  the  family  vary  the  shape  of  the  shield  and  of  other 
features  of  the  Arms.  The  mantle  and  helmet  which  are  some¬ 
times  seen  with  Coats  of  Arms  are  merely  ornamental  and  may 
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pe  correctly  included  or  omitted. 

Besides  its  family  significance  and  inspiration  this  Coat  of 
4rms  painted  in  full  brilliant  colors  makes  an  excellent  mural 
ornament  and  inspires  the  admiration  and  comment  of  all  who 
>ee  it.

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ANCIENT  CURTIS  FAMILIES 


With  Descendants  of  Later  Generations 


Some  of  the  members  of  the  Curtis  Family  recorded  in  these 
Records  were  members  either  of  the  peerage  and  baronetage  or 
of  the  landed  gentry  of  Great  Britain.  For  all  Americans  of  the 
name  their  history  holds  a  peculiar  charm,  since  there  is  about 
them  something  of  the  glamour  of  antiquity  and  the  romantic 
appeal  of  the  country  which,  not  too  many  generations  ago,  our 
ancestors  called  home. 

In  these  pedigrees  are  recorded  the  lives  of  many  men  who 
were  or  are  prominent  in  the  civil  and  military  life  of  the  empire. 
In  many  cases  it  was  the  younger  sons  of  these  families  who 
migrated  to  the  American  colonies. 

In  Burke's  General  Armory ,  including  the  edition  of  1921, 
titled  Curtis  families  are  mentioned  under  headings  and  in  the 
order  as  follows:

The  name  Curtiss,  meaning  “courteous,  civil,  gentle,”  was 
brought  into  England  by  the  Norman  conquest,  A.D.  1066.  The 
name  appears  in  history  under  various  spellings,  Curtis,  Curtiss, 
Curtisse,  Cortes,  etc.  “It  was  a  popular  name  from  the  thirteenth 
century.”  One  historian  said  “Perhaps  the  numerous  Curtis 
Families  have  caused  more  confusion  among  historians  than  any 
other.”  Authorities  agree  that  all  the  Curtises,  including  the 
various  spellings  of  the  name,  are  related. 

The  Curtis  family  was  numerous  in  England.  Stephen  Curtis 
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Lived  at  Apledore,  co.  Kent,  1450,  and  several  of  his  descendants 
were  mayors  of  Tenterden,  England.  Other  members  of  the 
?amily  lived  in  Sussex  co.  Much  data  on  the  early  Curtis  ancestors 
will  be  found  on  monuments  and  in  public  records  in  places 
vhere  they  resided. 

It  is  related  that  the  Curtis  Family  in  England  were  great 
riends  of  William  Shakespeare,  and  that  he  named  one  of  the 
characters  in  his  “Taming  of  the  Shrew”  for  one  of  them.

Following  is  a  roster  of  the  patriots  by  the  name  of  Curtis 
who  fought  in  the  cause  of  freedom  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Much  greater  was  the  number  of  non-combatants  behind  the 
lines;  some  of  whom  were  engaged  in  fashioning  bullets  from 
melted  metal,  often  destroying  heirlooms  of  value  from  across 
the  sea;  some  in  knitting  warm  garments  for  the  men  at  the  front;

Though  noted  for  their  statecraft,  the  early  Americans  did 
not  excell  in  this  line  alone;  arts  and  sciences  went  forward  apace 
with  the  political  and  commerical  development  of  the  new  world.

A  wealth  of  material  regarding  the  Curtis  family— genea¬ 
logical,  biographical  and  historical— is  found  in  the  publications 
listed  on  the  next  two  pages,  most  of  which  are  copyrighted. 
A-References  consist  of  volumes  covering  the  Curtis  family  al¬ 
most  exclusively,  which  show  large  numbers  of  descendants  listed 
in  order.  Practically  all  of  these  volumes  will  be  found  in  the 
Genealogical  Sections  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  Washington, 
D.C.,  and  of  the  Public  Library,  New  York  City,  and  some  of 
them  will  be  found  in  any  genealogical  library. 

Most  of  the  B-References  are  general  biographical  or  histori¬ 
cal  works,  etc.,  which  include  material  on  hundreds  of  family 
names.

The  volumes  in  this  series,  although  far  from  containing  a  com¬ 
plete  history  of  the  family,  should  prove  extremely  useful  as  a  starting 
point  for  the  compilation  of  such  a  record.  Printed  census  records, 
war  rolls,  genealogies  and  town  histories  and  many  other  printed 
works  were  combed  for  mention  of  each  surname.  As  source  material 
from  printed  authority,  these  bring  together  in  one  volume  what 
could  be  found  only  in  widely  scattered  printed  sources  and  makes 
the  information  readily  and  conveniently  available.  Valuable  infor¬ 
mation  or  at  least  clues  to  the  same  can  be  found  in  these  volumes. 

Notably,  each  volume  includes  the  coat-of-arms;  a  record  of 
ancient  families  of  the  name;  a  list  of  prominent  members  of  the 
family— past  and  present— in  both  the  British  Commonwealth  and  the 
United  States;  a  record  of  those  of  the  name  tracing  descent  from 
royalty;  a  record  of  the  first  emigrants  to  America  and  the  first  few 
generations  descended  from  them;  a  list  of  those  bearing  the  name 
who  fought  in  the  American  Revolution;  and  other  information  in¬ 
cluding  a  list  of  the  references  consulted  in  the  preparation  of  the 
work— which  in  itself  is  an  extremely  useful  guide  to  where  further 
information  may  be  secured.
